It was typical of this young 
ranger who has won the re¬ 
spect of all who know him. 

Monty and Betty Parrot 
are not ashamed of their 
deep religious beliefs.

Dies At Age 95

The Sin of Wages 


There is considerable concern being expressed nation¬ 
wide — oven among some who profess the communion 
of the Great Society — about Administration efforts to 
ijaise the federal minimum hourly wage to $1.40 next year 
and $1.60 in 1968. The concern is sparked by the hard 
and obvious fact that a raise doesn’t always help the In¬ 
tended beneficiary. 

The people the minimum wage is supposed to bene¬ 
fit are the marginal workers — those who productivity is 
not essential, in most cases, but useful if it can be bought 
at an economically realistic price. To arbitrarily raise that 
wage to a point where it prices the service out of the 
market is merely to deprive the marginal worker of any 
wage at all. 

Furthermore, raising the minimum wage inevitably 
leads to demands for increases in the wage levels above 
it, and the whole inflationary cycle is accelerated. The 
raises proposed, in fact, amount to about 12 per cent, 
which is somewhat in excess of the Administration’s 3.2 
guidelines. 

Helping the marginal worker is a good Intention, but 
you know what they say about the road to hell . . .
